The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: shoulder 57 [0027] and conductor 80 [0029].

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-23 and 25-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Pardue (3327784). 

Pardue discloses a system for use in a wellbore, comprising: a multi-conductor 
wireline 11 extending from a surface location to a location in the wellbore; a tool string 
17 having at least one logging tool; a cable head 16 for releasably connecting the 
wireline to the tool sthng including a first member 45 adapted for connection to the 
downhole tool and a second member 29 adapted for connection to the wireline; a 
plurality of locking balls 50, 58 constrained to engage the first member and the second 
member by a moveable locking sleeve 45; a plurality of locking fingers 25, 48 
maintaining the first member and the second member in a connected position when the 
moveable locking sleeve is in a first position; a solenoid actuator 52 adapted to move 
the moveable locking sleeve to a second position releasing the locking balls from 
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engagement with the first member and the second member allowing the first member 
and the second member to release the wireline from the tool; the actuator includes a 
motor drive 54, 46; a breakable tensile link 66; the locking fingers 48 pivot about a 
hinge; the locking fingers being collet type elements 25; the locking fingers 48 move 
inwardly when the moveable locking sleeve is moved to the second position (fig. 5); and 
the cable head is remotely operated by a surface controller (col. 4, line 52). 

The reference also discloses a method of releasably connecting a wireline to a 
downhole tool, comprising locking a first member coupled to the wireline to a second 
member coupled to the downhole tool by using a locking sleeve to constrain locking 
elements to engage the first member and the second member when the locking sleeve 
is in a first position and using an actuator to move the locking sleeve from the first 
position to a second position by releasing the locking elements from engagement with 
the first member and the second member for releasing the first member from the 
second member and releasing the wireline from the downhole tool. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 24 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pardue in view of Brewer et at. (6484801 ). 

Pardue disclose a method and apparatus for releasably connecting a multi- 
conductor wireline 1 1 to a downhole tool comprising cable head, locking elements and 
actuator but not at least one optical fiber. 

Brewer et al. present a wireline 12 with a logging tool including at least one 
optical fiber (col. 2, line 64). 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill In the art at the time 
the invention was made to include an optical fiber in the Pardue multi-conductor 
wireline, as presented by Brewer et al., in order to more quickly send signals to the 
surface.
